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ST. COLUMBA'S NEW NATIONAL SCHOOL. 


This photograph shows the . new: St. 
Columba’s National. School in Crawford 
avenue, Glasnevin, Dublin, “which has been 
built to the designs of Messrs. Ashlin and 
Coleman, architects, Dawson street. The 
new school, which is connected with St. 
Columba’s Church, Iona road, is designed to 
accommodate 400 pupils, and is built in har- 
mony with the church itself, Messrs. Ashlin 
and Coleman being the architects for both 
buildings. 

The walls are of Co. Dublin granite, faced 
with coursed ashlor facing. The floors are 
laid in concrete, with pitch-pine block floor- 
ing, and all the joinery work, including 
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the dadoes to walls and trimmings to win- 
dows, are in pitch pine. 

The. heating system was installed by 
Messrs. Hadens (Ireland), Ltd., Pearse street. 

The consulting engineers for the electric 
lighting installation were Messrs. J. P. 
Tierney and Co., 44 Kildare street, and the 
electrical contractors were Messrs. Mulligan 
Bros,, Harcourt street. 

The erection-of the school was carried out 
most expeditiously, the work being com- 
menced in January of the present year. 

The contract was arranged by the Right 
Rev. Monsignor Wall, and has been carried to 
completion by the present parish priest, the 
Very. Révi F. Nolan. 


| Church, the Most Rev. Dr. Byrne, Arch- 


At a meeting held recently at St. Columba’s 


bishop of Dublin, said the church, which was 
built by the late Father Byrne, was erected 
at a cost of £32,000, a sum which would 
scarcely suffice to build the nave to-day. By 
his extraordinary efforts Father Byrne re- 
duced this debt to about £5,000, and 
Monsignor Wall, their former parish priest, 
had almost wiped it out when he (Dr. Byrne) 
told him that a school was badly needed. As 
a result, St. Columba'’s National School was 
now completed, and the total remaining debt 
for the two. buildings was £5,000. 

A fund. was opened to wipe -off the debt, 
and generous subscriptions were intimated.

BELFAST. 


COSTS, INCREASED; OUTPUT 
REDUCED. 


The decision of the Housing Committee cf 
the Belfast Corporation not to recommend the 
erection of additional houses was the subject 
of a long discussion at the monthly meeting, 
and eventually the chairman of the Committee 
(Alderman Sir Crawford M‘Cullagh) agreed 
to take the matter back for further considéra- 
tion, and report. to a special meeting of the 
Council. 

Deputations were in attendance from the 
Amalgamated Union of Building Trade 
Workers and the National Building Trades 
Federation. Their object was to urge on the 
Corporation the necessity of proceeding with 
additional houses to provide work for the 
workers and homes for the homeless. 

Alderman Sir Crawford M‘Cullagh said that 
while he had every sympathy with what the 
deputation had said, there were many matters 
that wouid have to he inquired into before the 
Corporation could really decide whether they 
should go on at all with any more houses, It 
was not a question as to whether it was to be 
done by direct labour er contract. The ques- 
tion would have to be taken into consideration 
whether they would proceed or not under 
present conditions. They could not build any 
parlour houses at present owing to the high 
cost, for they would have to charge the people 
os. a week more than was being paid at pre- 
sent or make a sérioús loss. He suggested 
that the Corporation could leave the matter to 
the Housing Committee to give it considera- 
tion, and it might be worth while for a day 
or part ot a day te be set aside te discuss the 
matter. 

Alderman Jamison said hé did not see how 
they were going to provide people with houses 
unless the Corporation built them, for there 
was not a builder in the city who would build 
working-class houses. While the Corporation 
had a duty to build houses, he thought they 
should build the type of houses the people 
wanted. A good type of terrace kitchen house 
would meet the wishes of the majority of the 
workers who wanted houses. He would sug- 
gest to the Labour members that they should 
use their influence with the skilled workers 
who came there that day to get the repre- 
sentatives of the trades engaged in building to 
agree to dilution of labour. He knew that the 
majority of trades unions were against that, 
but that was a time when everyone should 
lend themselves to the solution of the two 
great and inseparable questions of providing 
houses for the workers and giving employ- 
ment. At one of the sites men had been lay- 
mg concrete blocks, equivalent to 1.000 bricks 
per day, but someone cbjected. and in a few 
weeks the production was down to what 
equalled 250 bricks. When representatives of 
the workers came to the Corporation and said 
they must build houses those people should do 
their part, and agree to the dilution of labour. 

Alderman Sir Crawford M‘Cullagh said the 
pariour houses which had been erected at 
£450 were thought to be too dear. but at 
present they could not build that house, even 
with the subsidy. to sell for less than £600. 
In recent vears. there had not heen a solitary 
house built at a rent that the workingman 
could afford to pay, and the cheapest house 
would come to over 12s. a week. 


CAST-IRON HOUSES FOR 
LONDONDERRY. 


MASS PRODUCTION METHOD. 


Cast-iron houses are now being mannufac- 
tured in an ivonworks at Thorncliffe, neat 
Sheffield, at the rate of ten a week on mass 
production methods. Given the installation of 
the necessary plant it will be possible to in. 
crease this rate of production considerably. 
Although experiments in the development of 
cast-iron houses were begun only at the end 
of last year, contracts have been placed by 
the Derby Corporation for 250 houses, by the 
Rura! District Council of Hoyland and Wort- 
ley for 20 and six, respectively, by the Stock- 
bridge Urban District: Council for six, and 
by the Bleachers’ Association for 12, to be 
erected in Londonderry. 

Some eleven tons of pig iron are used for 
each house. Blocks are moulded in the 
foundry, where there is a unique lay-out of 
moulding machinery. The cast-iron plates are 
joined together in the walls by bolts through 
the flanges, between which there is a wood. 
packing strip used for securing the internal 
linings. The: outer walls are faced with a 
special cement roughcast. The houses, with 
their red tiles and porches, are attractive in 
appearance. The opinions of the men em.- 
ployed in the works and collieries were ascer- 
tained before the houses were built, in order 
that they might be designed to meet the 
wishes of possible tenants. All consulted 
asked for a bathroom to be installed upstairs. 
They asked, too, for good cupboards and 
picture rails in the downstairs rooms. The 
kitchen has a range containing a roaster, a 
late warmer, a hot closet, and a copper back 

iler, and this range is somewhat larger than 
in the South of England, as coal is cheaper 
in the North, and minérs can buy at a low 
rate. The rooms are 9ft. high, and therefore 
have more space than the majority of Council 
houses. 

The houses at Thorncliffe contain a living 
room, measuring I7ft. 1Okin. by 11ft. llin.; a 
kitchen, 11ft. 34in, by Qft. din. ; a larder, 7ft. 
llin. by 6ft. 3in.; A coal place, 6ft. áin. by 
2it. Bin., and on the first floor three. bed- 
rooms and a bath room. They are bei 
delivered and erected within a radius of 
miles, complete with internal fittings, fire- 
places, bath, w.c., wash basin, and hot water 
system, at £425, Arrangements have been 
made to supply these houses complete, to 
erect them and finish them for occupation 
without touching local lies of skilled 
building labour, All the houses are built 
under allding trade conditions. The price, 
of course, excludes the provision of founda-

PREFERENCE PLEA FOR 
LOCAL INTEREST. 


At the preliminary .meeting of the Joint 
Industrial Committee of Engineering for 
Cork, Mr. E. J. Fitzgerald, in referring to 
the shortage of houses in the city, stated 
that some time back Mr. J. J. Walsh, Minis- 
ter of Posts and Telegraphs (who attended the 
meeting) had promised that 500 houses would 
shortly be erected. To meet. the situation the 
Cork Workers’ Building Guild purchased the 
plant and machinery necessary for the con- 
struction of houses at cost price, Very little 
encouragement had been given to the Guild; 
either by the Government or by the Cor- 
porate authorities, and in several cases or- 
dinary builders and contractors refused to 
tender unless the Building Guild was _ ex- 
cluded from the privilege of’ tendering. e 
would now like to state that the formatiore of 
the Building Guild was a constructive move 
on part of the Allied Building Trade Unions. 
On the committee of the Guild one represen- 
tative from each of the Building Trade Unions 
sat. ‘They were now in a position to build 
houses at £60 less than the usual contract 
price per house. He inquired if Mr. Walsh 
would be good enough to let him know when 
it was the present intention to proceed with 
the building of the promised houses. 

In reply, Mr. Walsh, stated that through 
the Government subsidy the third thousand 
of houses had now been started in Dublin. 
Private employers and Commissioners had 
availed of the housing subsidy. He had on 
that day urged on Mr. Monahan, the City 
Commissioner, the necessity of proceeding 
with the construction of Corporate houses. He 
was informed by him that an advertisement 
inviting tenders for the erection of 150 new 
houses would be inserted in the Press within 
the next four weeks. Mr. Monahan had com- 
plained of the difficulties-of getting sites for 
building at anything like reasonable prices. 
Mr. Walsh referred to the absence of private 
enterprise in the erection of houses in Cork 
City, and that he had done his best to pro- 
mote the interests of the Cork Building Guild, 
and had pointed out to the Local Government 
Department the desirability of encouraging 
the work of the Guild. 

Mr. Fitzgerald said he was informed that 
the Germans were now interesting them- 
selves in Cork, and had already taken 
measurements, etc. He thought this new de- 
velopment should call for strong action, and 
that for all contracts in Cork local interests 
should be given the preference.

NEW METHODE IN HOUSE 
CONSTRUCTION. 


At a conference which was arranged by the 
Minister of Health for the purpose of giving 
representatives of local authoritses an opportu- 
nity of inspecting the exhibit of housing 
methods and building materal >, held at the 
British Empire Exhibition at Wembley, 
Sir Kingsley Wood (Parliamen-ary Secretary 
to the Ministry of Health), said that, in addh- 
tion to the 220,000 houses provided under the 
Addison scheme. there had been completed 
up to the beginning of the month over 110,000 
dwellings under the Acts of 1923 and 1924, of 
which 76,000 had been built by private enter- 
prise under the 1923 Act, 27,000 by local au 
thorities under the same Act, and 10,000 by 
local authorities under the Act of 1924. There 
were at present 70,000 houses under contract, 
fer 55,000 of which arrangements had actually 
been made, and there were in addition 73,000 
which the Ministry had authorised. but which 
awaited definite arrangements for erection. 
About 160,000 houses had been built with- 
out subsidy during the past two and a half 
years. ‘That represented progress at a very 
much higher rate than for many years past. 
He thought it could now be said that, so far 
as that aspect of the matter was concerned, 
the corner had been turned, and we were now 
beginning to make up the deficiency as well 
as provide fer the normal increase oi popula- 
tion. But acceleration was necessary if the 
slum problem was to be coped with, and for 
that reason the Ministry of Health was asking 
the local authorities to turn to new methods of 
construction, Some 10 per cent. of the houses 
now being built were being constructed ac- 
cording to new methods. 
Mr. Raymond Unwin (Chief Architect to 
the Ministry of Health) gave a brief survey 
of the various systems which are intended to 
supplement or supplant ordinary building. He 
remarked that, although it was comnionly 
‘aupposed that the design and construction of 
a cottage were simple matters, it would, in 
fact, be difficult to name any structure the 
demands.on which weté so varied in character. 
Sach a building had to be weather-proof, rea- 
sonably ure-proof, and stable and 
endaring. It must offer the least harbourage 
to vermin. mcludine flies and spiders. and 
provide internal st ‘strong enough to 
tear aí family life in small

Democracy or Dictatership. 
British Labour decided at Liverpool 
that; if it was to maintain the principle of 
democratic control inside its organisation, 
it. must take drastic precautions to ensuré 
that Communist: hands should be powerless 
to tamper with the steering-gear. Within 
the next few weeks the same issue will be 
tried out in Australia, not by the 
vote of a party, but by the voice of 
a nation. This is the first time when 
the new evangel of Moscow has been 
submitted to the test of a popular 
verdict on its merits; and, if advocates 
of the Bolshevist creed can give reasons 
for the faith which they profess, they ought 
fo. welcome the opportunity with which Mr. 

ay’ pt yy them of persuading 
lian. people that their interests 
will be better served by a surrender of the 
authority which they now exercise over 
their affairs in favour of a dictatorship 
of the proletariat. Strange to say, the 
Soviet hot-gospellers, so far from rejoicing, 
are singularly reluctant to accept the 
challenge, and are using every means in 
their power to confuse the issues, They 
prefer the method of sap and mine to the 
fight in the open to which the Australian 
Premier has committed them by his bold 
decision to remit to the people the ques- 
tion whether they are prepared to scrap 
democratic for oligarchic rule. i 
In a sense Mr. Bruce had no choice in 
the matter. Unlike British Labour, the 
Australian unions have failed miserably 
to stand up to their extremists. For 
months past the trade of the Common- 
wealth has been blocked by a shipping 
stiike, crganised by a minority in Bat 
defiance of majority decisions. Official 
Labour has proved incapable of handling 
the ‘situation in its own interests, and has 
confined itself to feeble protests which the 
Communists were well aware that they could 
afford to treat with contempt. Not content 
with obliging its mutineers by knotting 


complained that the Government resisted 
the attempt to apply the same stranglehold 
tothe nation as a whole; and, by striving 
to run with the h:. » and hunt with the 
hounds, its leaders effectively destroyed 
any hope of a solution by agreement. Mr. 
Bruce was placed in a position that left 
him no option save to cut the Gordian 
knot. The salvation of the people, he 
insists in the true spirit of democracy, 
depends upon the people themselves. If 
they prefer oligarchic contro], their verdict 
at the ‘polls will settle the question, and 
Mr. Bruce and his colleagues will go cheer- 
fully into the wilderness. On the other 
hand, if they should determine to uphold 
democratic rule, the Government, armed 
with their mandate, will take “all neces- 
sary steps’’ to counter the designs of the 
extremists. The Australian Premier, as 
one would expect from his record, does 
not intend to rely upon a policy of mere 
repression. !f, as there is evefy reason to 
believe, the election results in a mandate 
to assert political democracy, Mr. Bruce 
proposes to use the powers conferred upon 
him to restore industrial democracy by 
insisting that in future trade union policy 
shall be subject to a secret ballot of its 
members, so that it shall be no longer 
possible for a minority to stampede a 
majority by underground manceuvres. 

It is not only in the Antipodes that the 
bases. of representative. government are 
being subjected to a new form of attack. 
Throughout the world the enemies of de- 
moeracy are mobilising their forces, and, 
with more skill than its opponents in other 
days displayed; are marching to the 
assault under banners emblazoned with 
democratic catch-words. If the principle, 
in Lincoln's phrase, is not to perish from 
the earth, thosé who believe in it must 
save it by their exertions. Academic ex- 
pressions of belief in the excellence of 
popular rule will do little to save it from 


work to compass its destruction. Wherever 
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conflict to sxcure a trial for their methods, 
in the belief that they can thas inject a 
poison that will work in the veins of the 
State like henbane. The Australian Govern- 
ment. by its decision to force the plotters 
into the open, already has done much to 
avert the danger. When the Australian 
people have given their answer, threatened 
democracies elsewhere will be spurred by 
this answer to a new consciousness of their 
own peril.

The Cattle Trade. 

During the first six months of this year 
cattle. exports from the Irish Free State, 
compared with those for the same period 
last year, showed a decline in value from 
seven to five million pounds. Of all Irish 
industries that of stock-raising always has 
been the most secure—the least subject to 
depression either through decline in market 
demand or failure in production: This 
year’s extraordinary set-back should give 
thought to our statesmen and to every man 
interested in national well-being, as wel! 
as to those directly concerned. If tillage 
were gaining what stock-raising loses, 
there would be no cause for anxiety; but 
tillage has fallen off in even more alarming 
measure. What, then, is the explanation 
of the state of our cattle trade? Yester- 
day’s meeting of the Irish Cattle Traders’ 
Association gave the answer. The secretary 
to the Association read a letter written by 
one of the leading cattle-traders of 
Glasgow, Mr. W. J. Dewar, who asked 
whether Irish farmers had realised how 
gravely the Irish trade in beef was menaced 
by present-day Canadian competition. All 
this year, Mr. Dewar said, it had been 
difficult to sell Irish beef cattle. Canadian 
beasts always were preferred by buyers, 
not because of any lack of sympathy with 
Ireland—and it is encouraging to read 
Mr. Dewar’s testimony that there is in 
British trade circles a sentiment wholly in 
favour of Ireland—but because the pur- 
chaser can buy the Canadian animal and 
be assured of getting a sound carcase. In 
a word, it’ is found safer to invest in 
Canadian, than in Irish beasts. While 
this continues to be so; our cattle trade 
must suffer the fate which competition 
imposes on the inefficient. Mr. Dewar 
observed that transit and handling charges 
on the Irish trade were high and that good 
service should be demanded in return. 
Right treatment of beasts in transit would 
be rewarded, he said, by an increase in 
value of £2 a head. Interesting testi- 
mony was added by Mr. Creswell, Chair- 
man of the North of Ireland Cattle 
Traders’ Association, who attended the 
meeting. He declared that Ireland had a 
better beast to offer than Canada and need 
not fear to face competition if only the 
trade were conducted rightly. In the 
market no difficulty stood in the way save 
the condition of the beasts as landed from 
Ireland. Trade was being lost, Mr. Cres- 
well said, solely by bad management. The 
Association agreed with these expert 
opinions, and decided to call on the Free 
State Government to adopt measures to 
ensute the better handling of live-stock 
passing through Free State markets and 
ports. We hope that the Government 
will respond to an appeal that has a 
weighty bearing on the welfare of the 
whole community. The adverse trade 
balance which is draining money from our 
country could be rectified more surely by 
restoring our prime industry to prosperity 
than by striving to build up wholly new 
enterprises. It must not be left, however, 
to the Government alone to reform the 
abuses which are undermining our 
economic safety. Harder and more con- 
scientious work is required from all 
engaged in our agricultural industry and 
transport services. The brutal treatment 
of Irish beasts, the destruction of hides by 
reckless use of goads and the wastage 
caused by slovenly and irregular transport 
—these are things to be remedied by the 
workers concerned. The cattle trade, like 
all other branches of our economic life, 
requires a bracing of character in those 
who are engaged in it. 


Ancient Irish Art. 


A little village in the new Italian 
province of Alto Adige, or South Tyrol, 
“chas contributed,”’ says the Antiquarian 
Quarterly, “a not unimportant page to 
the history of Christian art.” Near the 
village stands an old church dedicated to 
St. Proculus, on the walls of -which 
were discovered, in 1912, traces of ancient 
frescoes of- the fifteenth or sixteenth 
century. After the war the Italian Govern-» 
ment placed the relics in the charge of 
Professor Gerola, an eminent archeologist, 
and he proceeded carefully to remove the 
super-imposed pigments, thus bringing the 
pristine designs to light. The recovered 
frescoes, which are painted in white, green, 
black, red and yellow, date back to the 
eighth or ninth century, and Professor 
Gerola traces in them all the character- 
istics of early medieval Irish art. They 
may be taken, therefore, as the work of 
Irish monks, followers of St. Columban or 
St. Gall, Irishmen will.await with interest 
and curiosity further news of Professor 
Gerola’s discovery ; for a chapter is added 
to tle history of Ireland, as well as to that 
of Christian art, by the revelation of the 
medieval Irish Churchmen as decorative 
artists. From Gaul to Bulgaria they set 
up their houses of piety and learning, and 
often, with harp and gospel in their 
wallets and staff in their hands, they 
wandered over mountains and through the 
forest roads, seeking their place of service 
among the rude barbarian kingdoms. 
What manner of men were those mys- 
terious and enraptured missionaries who 
passed in multitudes from our shores? 
Who can guess from what forgotten Alpine 
library or from what buried monument we 
shall receive new portions of the answer! 
It is clear, at any rate, that the teachings 
of the new parochialism would have found 
small favour in medisval Ireland. - ! 
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about which can “displease no one. 
Formerly the tourist in France found him- 
self embarrassed by incessant demands 
| from every servant and official for a pour- 
boire, and an impressionist painter might 
depict a French hotel as a dizzy display of 
extended palms. That the tip to waiter or 
cocher should be reckoned at 10 per cent. 
of one’s bill has been for long a recognised 
principle. Hotels in Paris now have 
relieved guests of awkward interviews with 
the staff by taking all tips in a lump sum 
when the visitor’s bill is paid, and dis- 
tributing this 10 per cent. tariff after the 
donor’s departure. The proportion in 
which the gross tip is divided is not 
uniform in all hotels, but the general 
practive is to give proportions of nine, six 
and five respectively to the dining-room 
staff, the upstairs staff and the entrance 
and lift staff. ‘The. chief fault obvious in 
the new system is that, by becoming a 
fixed impost, gratuities lose their character 
—they become contributions to staff wages, 
not marks of recognition for attentive and 
courteous service. 


PRINCE OF WALES’S 
RETURN. 


HIS FUTURE PLANS. 


The arrangements for the return of the 
Prince of Wales are well advanced, but have 
not yet been completed and finally approved. 
So far as London is concerned, the reception 
‘ceremony will be a State one, much on the 
lines of that which marked the return of the 
Prince in 1922. 

The Repulse, with the Prince and his suite 
on board, is due at Madeira on the 12th 
instant, and should- reach the railway jetty 
at Portsriouth at about noon on Friday, 
October 16th. The Duke of York will go 
down to greet his brother. There will be a 
bfief: ceremony on beard the cruiser. The 
Mayor of Portsmouth will present an address 
of welcome, and. His Royal Highness will 
hand a reply, but will do no speech-making. 

There will be no shore function at Ports- 
mouth, and the Prince will go direct from 
the cruiser to the special train which will be 
in waiting to convey him to London. He 
will leave approximately at ten minutes past 
one, and will arrive at Victoria, Brighton line 
side, at 3.50. “The King, the Queen, various 
members. of the. Royal Vinuly, Ministers of: 
the Crown and other important personages 
will welcome His Royal Highness, who, after 
inspecting the io of honour; will enter an 
open carriage for the drive to his London 
residence. 

The direct route to York House is short, 
and there will be some provision for extend- 
ing the facilities available to the public for 
seeing the much-travelled Prince. Grosvenor 
Gardens and Piccadilly have been suggested, 
but’ it now appears to be practically certain: 
that the route of the procession will include 
Victoria street, Parliament square, Whitehall 
and the Mall, via Admiralty Arch. This is 
a detail which will be officially announced 
well in advance of the arrival date. 

As to His Royal. Highness’s future arrange- 
ments, no definite plans have been made, but 
there can be no doubt that as complete a rest 
as the circumstances perm't will be 
imperative. Those who might otherwise 
expect him to be an early participant in 
public functions will realise that he has 
carried out a very strenuous prograntme, one 
far more exacting than any of the world 
tours which preceded the voyage to Africa 
and South America. Nothing in the nature 
of a ' Wake up, England!’ campaign 
should be expected from the Royal traveller 
for some time to come. 

Certain -engagements are inevitable, but 
the strain of the past half-year on his Royal 
Highness has been very great, especially dur- 
ing the later phases of his tour. While it is 
likely that the return voyage will have a re- 
cuperative effect, the Prince will none the Jess 
on his return to England require for some 
time a real rest. 


CONSERVATIVE POLICY. 


TO-DAY'’S' CONFERENCE AT 
BRIGHTON. 


Most of the delegates have arrived in 
Brighton for the fity-third annual Con- 
ference of the National Union of Conservative 
and Unionist Associations, which begins this 
morning. ‘They will number well over two 
thousand, a record gathering for provincial 
Conservative conferences, ‘the proceedings 
to-day and on Friday, it ia stated, will be 
enlivened by plain speaking. Hostilty to the 
Government is not anticipated, but the 
Government will be urged to adopt a more 
vigorous policy, particularly in dealing with 
the suppression of Communist propaganda, 

In his speech at Brighton to-night, the 
Prime Minister, it is understood, will deal 
with Communism, and will give an assurance 
that should it be found that the existing law 
requires strengthening in any particular to 
meet possible emergencies, tne. Government 
will not hesitate to take the necessary steps.

Conservative Policy. 


Little transpired as to the happenings 
at the meeting, but it is understood that 
the Prime Minister referred to the speech 
on Conservative policy which he is to de- 
liver to-morrow night at the Brighton 
Dome to the Conservative and Unionist 
Conference, more particularly 
t} Moeul situation. the progress of 
national economy and the Communist 
danger. The meeting, however. was not 
one of the very first importance: for no 
decisions of great moment had to he 
taken. Mr. Amery received the approval 
of the Cabinet on his Mosul policy at the 
Cabinet meeting on August 7th, and it is 
highly imv~obable that there will be any 
ckange for the present. Whether there will 
later on in the year remains to be seen. 
Opposition to Mr. Amery’s ideas is said 
to be imminent on the’ part of the India 
Office and the War Office. 


Turkey and Iraq.

The Permanent Court of International 


Justice is to meet at The Hague on 
October 22nd to consider the question sub 
mitted by the Council of the League of 
Nations regarding the delimitation of the 
frontier between Turkey and Iraq. In the 
n.canwhile the Committee of the Council 
of the League appointed to study the ques- 
tion is to continue its work, while a repre- 
sentative of the League in the person of 
Gene  Laidoner, of Esthonia, is to go to 
Mosul to keep th» Council informed on 
the situation in the region of the Brussels 
provisional frontie~ line. 


Check to Bolsheviem. 


It is probable that the Government, 
immediately after the opening of the 
autumn s.ttings of Parliament, will intro- 
duce bills to deal with the activities of 
the Bolsheviks and Communists in this 
country, Conferences haye been. taking 
place of late between the Attorney-General, 
the Director of Public Prosecutions and 
the chiefs of Scotland Yard, and the pro- 
posed measures wil]. enable the police to 
take drastic action with regard to aliens ; 
for it is recognised that legislation at 
present provides too many loop-holes for 
those agitators. It seems that there is no 
idea of interference with political publica- 
tions, propaganda or meetings, since it will 
be the aim of the Government to intro- 
duc: measures which will secure the 
support of all parties in the House of 
Commons. Should these measures not 
prove « effective as is expected, further 
steps will be taken without delay. 


** Dazzle’’ Lights. 


The Ministry of Transport’ has had the 
regulations in the bill for the licensing of 
public vehicles ve-drafted in order that 
they may deal with the question of 
“dazzle’’ lights. Motorists, with regard 
to powerful head lights on motor cars, 
have an unrestricted discretion at present ; 
but, in view of the increasing number of 
accidents at night, it is agreed that some 
check is absolutely necessary. It is 
probable that the bill will contain a clause 
limiting the height of beams of head lamps, 
so that they will fall below the line of 
vision of drivers of approaching vehicles 
and pedestrations. 


Modern Sermons. 


The Archbishop of Canterbury's pro- 
nouncement regarding sermons has been 
received with disappointment by many of 
his clergy. Discussing the statement with 
two clerics this morning, I was told that 
th> demand for sermons of the type 
described by the Archbishop is dead; for 
nobody wants a sermon to last more than 
tca minutes or a quarter of an hour. 
The suggestion by the Archbishop that the 
clérgy should shut. themselves in their 
studies and iead was dismissed with the 
assertion that most clergy are now work- 
ing a parish single-handed and cannot find 
time to carry cut their every-day tasks 
with comfort, particularly as the visiting 
of parishioners is more in request than 
ever. One of the clerics told me that he 
had not a quiet moment from -8 in the 
morning to 10.20 at night, since he had 
to suverintend every organisation in his 
perish and could not afford help. He re- 
marked rather bitterly that the Archbishop 
had never been a parish priest himsel! 


Rabber Prices Risiag. 


The rubber boom now seems to be in 
full swing on the London Stock Exchange : 
for there was a tremendous scramble this 
morning among the dealers when business 
commenced, and prices, already high, began 
to soar. Owing te the limited space and 
the number of brokers doing business, the 
crush was oppressive. One cause of the 
early activity today was a gain in’ the 
price of the raw material, and it is ex- 
pected that rubber will continue to rise. 


“Seven A-Side Rugby.” 


Towards the end of the season the game 
of “seven a-side Rugby ” is to be intro- 
duced to London. Prominent Metropolitan 
Rugby clubs have agreed to take part in 
a charity competition on the knock-out 
principle. The game is remarkably fast 
and full of movement. It is played in 
two periods of seven and a half minutes 
each, and the players are on the move most 
of the time. The seven players usually 
comprise three forwards, one half-back, 
two three-quarters and one full-back. [In 
ths tournament to be played in London 
four rounds will be played in one alter- 
noon. which will be a severe testof stamina 
for the team which takes part in the four 
games. 


Scaplane Race. 


Extremely high speeds are expected to 
be attained in the seaplane race for the 
Schneider Cup at Baltimore to-morrow. 
Britain, the United States, France and 
Italy are making bold bids for the trophy, 
which could have been claimed by the 
United States last year, as no competitor 
put in an appearance at the starting post 
last October. During the past twelve 
months strenuous endeavours have been 
made in Great Britain and France to 
produce machines capable of lowering the 
American colours, and, if the United 
States retains the cup this week, they will 
reed machines capable of covering nearly 
five miles a minute. No better representa 
tives could have been chosen for this 
country than Cantains Broad and Baird, 
with Mr. Bert Hinkler as résetve pilot.

potatoes had hit them hard, ‘as a carrying 
company, and the individual was so weighed 
down by taxation that the heart was leaving 
the people.

Mr. Collins, a shareholder, complained that 
strikes seemed to be epidemic among the 
company’s workmen, and said that his 
opinion was that, though wages were better 
at Dundalk, the cause of the strikes was bad 
ma ent. 

Mr. O'Hagan (Newry) said that the 
average worker was accustomed to have 
Englishmen over him with a flail, and would 
not work for a local company. 

The Chairman said that there was £20,000 
a year waiting for anyone who could show 
the country how Jabour troubles -could be 
averted. and Mr Collins replied that they 
were told that other companies, which paid 
less, had no strikes, while they, paying 
better wages, were constantly. in trouble, , 
LABOUR LEADER'S RESPONSIBLE. 
Mr, J. M. Cox, a director, said it would 
be extraordinary information for the share- 
holders to know that within the past five 
years the company had paid the sum of 
£122,000 in wages to porters for the handling 
of goods. So long as these rates obtained ne 
could see no hope of prosperity. 

Mr. Whitworth said that they should sell 
the company and invest the money in War 
‘Loan. ere was no use. in giving all their 
moncy to labour. 

The Chairman—Who would invest money in 
Ireland now! Look at the Shannon scheme 
and the way things are held up.

ABUSE OF MONEY. 


VIEWS OF BISHOP OF 


WOOLWICH. . 


Addressing the Anglo-Catholic Congress at 
Northampton last night, the Bishop of Wool- 
wich ‘vigorously attacked the present social 
system, and said that the possession of 
wealth and property for gain, and not for 
use was unchristian, People who spent 
money on pleasure and luxury were desecrat- 
ing the craments; for money was a 
material thing, to be used for spiritual pur- 
poses. Gambling was utterly unchristian, 
whether on the Stock Exchange, the race- 
course. or in a church bazaar. : 

The Bishop criticised the system of minmg 
royalties, and said that the modern interpre- 
tution of the old passage, ‘‘ The earth is the 
Lord's,'” was “ The earth is the landlord's, 
and yoa must not interfere with it.” The die- 
hards who wanted to make men work ! nga: 
hours for less wages,. and the Communia’s 
who wanted to string up the capitalists w ‘re 
bcth absolutely wrong: for ‘vidlence and 
hatred were not constructive, but destructive. 
The yreate.. power in the world was love. 
He believed that the first move towards a 
better soci] order would come from the 
working people themselves. Labour had 
giérious ideals, but needed a 1. 'der, and that 
leader was Christ. 


COMPULSORY SCHOOL 
GAMES. 


THE SPEAKER’S BELIEF. 


Mr. J. H. Whitley, Speaker of the House 
of Commons, who distributed the prizes at 
Bradford Grammar School Speech Day yester- 
day, said that he believed in every boy 
learning cricket and football as much as 
Latin, Greek, and arithmetic, as part of his 
school work, because the boys who most 
needed those games were the least likely to 
go in for them if left as a voluntary matter. 
They should be compulséry, and every boy 
who was not LEAN ls disabled should take 
his part in school games all round. In that 
way a kind of team work would be created 
in the school which would have its effect on 
every side of the work. 

“The Lord Mayor of Bradford (Mr. J. H.

SOME SIGNIFICANT FIGURES. 


Canadian cattle imports into the United 
Kingdom for the first seven months of the 
years mentioned were :—

It .is estimated (comments the Daily 
Express) that the total number for 1925 will 
be na less than 100,000. “There is no sug- 
gestion whatever that Canadian cattle are 
anything but healthy. A ‘thriving and ex- 

nding business is now being done with the 
Dectpten. . 
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Partick, Glasgow, to Mr. W. R. Creswell, 
Chairman of the North of Ireland Cattle 
Traders’ Association, which spoke of the 
Canadian menace to the Irish beef trade. 
The text of the letter was as follows :— 
“I wonder if the Irish farmers and cattle 
traders actually realise the menace of the 
Canadians, in the beef trade especially. The 
few traders who come here discuss it, bit 
generally dismiss with a jest or a shrug of 
the. shoulders. To me it seems so real 
and so imminent that I am compelled to write 
you about it. 
“Tt has been most difficult all the year to 
sell Irish beef cattle. The customers who 
used to buy them regularly and willingly will 
now only. buy them when they cannot met 
Canadians, or when the price is well below 
the Canadian price. This is not because any 
preference is felt for the Canadian beef, the 
actual. position being the reverse of that, but 
simply because the traders can buy the 
Canadians with every assurance of getting 
a sound carcase of beef.. i 
“T. feel strongly and positively that the 
Irish beef trade is dogined unless the Irish- 
men bestir themselves in. two matters: 
“1—The dehorning of all beef cattle. 
“ 2— The procuring of proper and reason- 
able treatment for their cattle during transit, 
especially during loading in wagons, trans- 
ference to boat, putting on boat, and also 
when on the boat. 
‘* Attention was drawn to these matters 
last vear, and some little was done to improve 
the situation, but that little seems to have 
lapsed, and the situation if almost as pre. 
viously. The charges for freight and all the 
handling charges are at a high level, and at 
such a level as should ensure thoroughly good 
attention throughout. 
“The whole remedy lies in the. hands of 
those interested in the Irish cattle trade, and 
the situation seems ‘to me to clamour. for 
immediate, drastic, and united effort. If we 
could inspire the buying public here with 
faith in the reasonable expectation of the 
Irish cattle furnishing a sound carcase of beef 
there would be an altogether increased circle 
of buyers, and; at a rate estimate, an 
increased value of £2 each animal. If we 
cannot do so, there is evéry indication of the 
Canadian. surely, and not very slowly, crush- 
ing the Irishman out.” 

CANADIAN CATTLE PREFERRED. 

Mr. Creswell endorsed Mr. Dewar a views. 
Mr. Dewar, he said, was one of the largest 
cattle salesmen in Glasgow, and knew what 
he was talking about. Salesmen did not care 
to take Trish cattle now; they preferred 
Canadian, because they were afraid of getting 
animals that had been injured or ill-treated 
in some way or other. More care should be 
taken of them on the boats, and all horned 
cattle should be tied up. 
of cattle should also be put on the boat and 
taken. off separately. With little precautions 
of that. kind a lot of the abuses prevailing at 
present could be avoided. He heard several 
complaints. in England recently, At one 
place he saw Canadian cattle ' hopping off” 
railway wagons, while the Irish cattle were 
unable to stand on their feet for a week 
afterwards. 

The Chairman (Mr. J. P. Cuffe)—Are we 
losing our trade because of the way in which 
Irish cattie are handled for the last twelve 
months ? 

Mr. Creswell—There is not the slightest 
doubt about it. 

The Chairman—Are we able to compete 
with Canadian cattle if our cattle are pro- 
perly handled? 

Mr. Harold Brown (Manchester)—Yes. 

The Chairman—At the present moment 
have we as good an article in this country as 
the Canadians’ 

Mr. Creswell—We have, and better. 

Mr. J. M. Bruton (Dublin) said that he 
saw Irish cattle in an English market re- 
cently, and they were quite fresh, while the 
Canadian cattle were ' not much to talk 
about.”’ 

The Chairman—Yes, but people are afraid 
to buy them all the same. 

“TÍ you can deliver Irish cattle in the 
same style, you can knock hell out of the 
Canadian cattle,’ remarked Mr. Leonard 
Stoney. (Birkenhead). : 

DAMAGE IN YARDS. 

Mr. Frank Shortis (Waterford) spoke of 
the damage done to cattle in the shipping 
yards, where they were detained by the 
Veterinary Department, A good deal of in- 
jury, he said, ‘‘ arose from putting bullocks 
and heifers’? in the same enclosure. 

The Chairman said that he was convinced 
that all the trouble was due to the handling 
of cattle, He was also convinced that they 
were not producing the right article. He was 
a member of the Government Conimission, 
but not one of its recommendations had been 
brought into effect. 

Mr. Leonard Stoney thought that they 
should ask the. Port Board in Birkenhead to 
have the cattle tied -up when they were 
landed there. However, it might be better, 
he said, to wait until matters had, first of 
all, improved on this side. 

On the motion of the Chairman, the meet- 
ing unanimously came to the decision to 
secure the co-operation of the Government, 
by the enforcement of the findings of the 
Commission. . 

HOTEL ACCOMMODATION. 

Attention was called to the insufheiency of 
hotel accommodation in country towns on 
nights preceding fairs, and a hope was ex- 
pressed that hotel proprietors would remove 
a frequent cause of complaint.

POINTS IN THE PACT. 


ALLEGED SUMMARY, 


From “ Tue Times ' Correspondent. 
BERLIN, Wednesday. 

The Deutsche Zeitung publishes from 
Rome this evening an alleged summary of the 
contents of the Draft Security Pact. It runs 
as follows :— 
Article 1 states that the signatory Govern- 
ments are inspired by the desire to maintain 
intact the frontiers laid down in and other 
provisions of the Treaty of Versailles. 
Article 2 enumerates the Governments con- 
cluding the Security Pact. 
Articles 3, 4 and 5 deal with arbitration. 
These articles are so drafted, says the message, 
that Germany alone appears throughout, 
as a possible aggressor. They also contain a 
declaration that Great Britain speaks for 
herself alone, and not on behalf of the 
Dominions, and provide that the arbitral 
authorities should give final awards in 
olitical disputes, and that the Council of the 
ague of Nations should act upon them. 
Article 6 assures to France the right in 
connection. with her alliances with Poland 
and Czecho-Slovakia to enter the Rhineland, 
and even cross Germany, to the assistance of 
her Allies without awaiting an arbitral 
award in the case of conflict between those 
States and Germany.

fected, and especially that the HINA yee 
sanctions, the lenBth of the oceqpatiof ihe!

Article 10 provides that the pact may only 
be denounced on two years’ notice. Denun- 
ciation by one signatory alone is not enough, 
at least two signatories must give notice at 
the same time, and the denunciation has to 
come before the Council of ‘the League of 
Nations, which will decide whether it shall 
be accepted or not. 
Article TI proposes that the ‘Treaty shall 
not come into force until Germany enters the 
League of Nations.

FIXED BAYONETS. 

Having made this statement to me, Captain 
Bernhold.took me over his ship to point out 
that the only persons engaged in the dis- 
charge of the cargo were about a dozen 
German mechanics, who are. at present 
stationed in Limerick. The men to whom 
he drew my attention were working 
the windlasses, and slowly but steadily piling 
up machinery and woodwork upon the wharf. 
In the intervals of cleaning the deécks and 
painting the rails and funnels of the vessel 
the members of the crew watched their 
fellow-countrymen unload the cargo. Around 
stood Free State. soldiers with  riffes “and 
bayonets fixed, while away at the: harbour 
entrance lounged a few score of the unem- 
ployed.

TRANSVAAL FARMER’S BUSY 
MORNING. 


JOHANNESBURG, October (hu Mail.) 
‘The Star narrates a lion adventure experi- 
enced by Mr. Gert Van Der Merve, a 
Northern Transvaal farmer on the Groot 
Letaba. Mr. Van Der Merve had been on a 
hunting expedition some distance away from 
his farm. He had outspanned his eight 
donkeys in the evening dese to a spruit. 
During the latter part of the night he heard 
a commotion among his donkeys, and the 
leader, with a bell round its-neck, rushed past 
his wagon, and the rest were scattered in all 
directions. Shortly afterwards he heard the 
roar of a lion. 

The night being dark, he could do a 
more than make a fire behind his wagon, anc 
made and drank coffee with his wife till day- 
light broke. Then he took “his rifle; accom- 
mages by his two native servants, to collect 
vis donkeys, or what might. be left. of them. 
Within two hundred yards of his wagon he 
came on a big male lion still feasting on his 
hell donkey, and not more than twenty yards 
from him. He promptly killed the ‘lion. with 
a bullet through its head. . 

Almost immediately a female lion rushed 
from another direction and stopped within 
ten yards of him as he was levellin his rifle 
at her. Van Der Merve disposed of her, too, 
with a shot through the head. They then 
found a second donkey nearly devoured by 
the lions that he had just shot. 

Within half an hour three more lions were 
found in different spots still feasting’ on the 
missing donkeys. He killed the third and 
fourth, a male and a female, and wounded 
the fifth one, a male, so severely that it could 
just manage to crawl away into some tall 
tambokie grass close by. It was found dead

THE ASSAULTS ON GERMANS. 

With. regard to the assaultS on Ger- 
man workers, the Munster News makes 
the following observations :—‘'Nq knives: or 
clubs were used. Inquiry goes to show that. 
the statements attributed to the Germans 
were a gross exaggeration of what actually 
took place.. In the first place, uo complaint 
of any kind was made at the time by tha 
persons alleged to have been assaulted. It 
was only when the highly-coloured account of 
the attack appeared in this morning's Dublin 
papers—the statement was not sent to the 
local Press—that a request for a report was 
received in Limerick from Garda head- 
quarters. 

“When asked by a Garda sergeant “what 
had occurred, Mr. Brauchitsch, who ' figures 
prominently in the sensational description of 
the Barrington street episode, said that when 
he and other male Germans were escorting a 
couple of lady friends to their lodgings’ on 
Monday night five or six men came up to 
them, and one of the group struck him (Mr. 
Brauchitsch) across the shoulers with a piece 
of a broken motor tyre, causing him to fall 
forward against the railings of one of the 
houses, slightly cutting his cheek under. the 
eye. 

“Further inquiry on the part of the Garda 
went to show that when Mr. Brauchitsch- re- 
turned to his lodgings his landlady suggested 
that shé would send for a do¢tor, but her 
lodger said there was no necessity. Whila 
any attack on the Germans or anyone else is 
to be deprecated—and violence is condemned 
hy all good citizens—it is very regrettable 
that what occurred has been so grossly 
exaggerated.”’ 


THE EX-SERVICEMEN.

AMERICAN NAVAL PROTECTION.

McVay, Commander of the American patrol 
on the Yangtse. Admiral McVay was 
séire the American Chamher ol Com- 
merce and the American Association in China 
ón the occasion of a farewell dinner ón the 
eve of the Admiral’s transfer to the United | 
States from the Chma Squadron last night. 
He stated that the purpose of the American 
Navy in. Pacific. waters was purely fOr the 
protection of. American citizens. and their 
properties; but, after the trouble following 
the recent. incidents endangering American 
citizens had subsided, then the American 
Naval Forces must be returned to their ships, 
and must not be used for police duty ashore. 

The Admiral’s address severely criticised 
the authorities of the International Settle- 
ment for their failure to provide sufficient 
police protection, and urged that it’is highly 
necessary for the International Settlement to 
make immediate plans towards increasing the 
police protection, owing to the inability of 
the United States Navy to render help in 
future cases of civil disutrbance arising from 
economic troubles. 

Admiral McVay declared that, without 
naval protection in the recent troubles, 
Shanghai would have been looted and burned 
to the ground, and without foreign naval pro- 
tection on the Yangtse international com- 
merce would have been impossible. He fore- 
casts further trouble in the near future, on 
account of the threatened move of the rival 
Chinese militarists.

Denmark have yet given. expression of their 
views as to thé result of the trip, 
but (says our Special Correspondent, who 
accompanied the party) the general opinion 
is that the tour has. been most instructive, 
and, as Mr. O'Driscoll, of Bandon, observed— 
“Tt is one of the best trips that an [Irish 
farmer could make.” 

“ My impression,” said Mr. Ussher, . of 
Cappagh House, Waterford, “is "that the 
Danes. cannot do us any more harm. They 
have almost reached the limit of seodudtion, 
ahd even by increasing the number of hold- 
ings I do not see how they can ibly turn 
out more bacon and butter.” Me. Barring- 
ton, who was prevented by a heavy cold 
from going beyond Hamburg, rejomed the 
party on the liner. 

A GREAT ESTABLISHMENT. 

At Esbjerg the largest co-operative bacon 
factory in Europe was inspected. Last year 
278,000 pigs were handled, the usual number 
of pigs killed, four days per week, being 
4,500. The plant is a large one, 90 

men being employed, and three pigs are 
killed per minute. “The opérations - of 
killing, scalding, sceaping, singeing, and 
eutting go on like clock-work, and every car- 
case is submitted to veterinary inspection. 
Work starts at 6 am. and finishes at 
5-o’clock p.m., the pigs being collected the 
day before the ‘slaughter. Pigs supplied by 
farmers at a distance—the radius is. about 
50 miles—are delivered at the nearest rail- 
way station, where the factory takes all 
further risk and pays carriage. After ten 
days, four of which the bacon ‘remains in 
brine pickle, it is ready for export, chiefly to 
ae where it is smoked. 

@ price paid to farmers at the time vf 
our visit was 103s. per cwt. , dead weight, and 
the average weight of each pig is 1501b. The 
heads, which bear the “ "” brand, are 
valued at, say, threepence ae Ib., and the 
reason why they are so closely cut is that 
the adjoining cut is worth 2s. 4d. per Ib. 

The number of condemned pigs does not 
exceed one per cent., but they do not repre- 
sent:a loss, as they are boiled down and con- 
verted’ into soap, the bones being converted 
into a healthy poultry food. The blood of 
all. the pigs is dried, and in course of time 
becomes a valuable addition to stock foods. 
The use of by-products is a feature of special 
interest. 

EGG EXPORTS. 

A co-operative factory was also visited. 
Here the most instructive feature was the 
eg Lesting arrangement. A tray containing 
eight dozen eggs is placed on a rack, over 
four electric lights of 100 candle-power ea-h, 
go that the quality of each egg can be 
quickly determined. The use of a similar 
plant in Irish egg-packing dépéts has been 
objected to by the Department of Agricul- 
ture, for what reason is not exactly known. 
By the method adopted in Ireland the testers 
become very skilful, and doubt has been ex- 
pressed whether the adoption of the plan 
seen here would be of any real advantage. 

In the egg-preserving chamber there are 
fifty-five vats, twenty feet deep, which con- 
tain 75,000 eggs each... hey are laid down 
from March to May, and are taken up in 
November, December, and January, when 
they are shipped.. Last year the total num- 
ber of dozens handled by this factory was 
1,600,000 

A DANISH MARKET. 

A co-operative creamery was visited at 
Esbjerg also, and we saw in full swing a 
typical Danish market, with neatly trimmed 
vegetables in boxes, some fruit, live fish, and 
bonhams four to five weeks old. The latter 
were in crates, and were sold at Ws. and 
55s. each, They made very little noise when 
being handled, and, like all the live stock 
we have seen, were beautifully clean,

GLASGOW. 


Important decisions which were reached by 
Glasgow Valuation Appeal Court yesterday 
evening mean that 104 shipbuilding and 
engineering concerns have.lost their claim

£100,000. The assessors’ figure was based ¢ on 
the 1914 costs. plus 25 per cent. 

Taking as a typical engineering works case

appellant's claim of £5,700. Many other 
concerns will be valued accordingly. 

The valuation of shipyards rests on the 
typical case of Messrs. D. W. Henderson, 
Meadowside, whose assessment also was fixed 
at’ the assessors’ figure of £9,180, but, in 
view of present depression in shipbuilding, 
they were allowed a special rebate of 15 per 
cent, on business and machinery.

T. Buchanan, Hammond Lane Foundry Co., 
Ltd., was nominated as the Association's re- 
presentative to fill a vacancy on the Railway 
Committee.

EXHIBITION AT SUFFOLK 
STREET GALLERIES, LONDON. 


From a Speciat CORRESPONDENT. 

A distinguished Irish soldier, who recently 
took to painting as an antidote to the 

“tedium of retirement,” has not only de- 
veloped into an artist of standing, but has 
organised the first exhibition of paintings 
open to officers and ex-officers of the entire 
British Army, which commenced at the 
Suffolk street Galleries on Monday. 

He is Lieutenant-Colonel Arthur Francis 
Owen-Lewis, D.S.O., 0.B.E., who told me his 
romantic story. 

Colonel QOwen-Lewis, Inspector of Prisons 
for Ireland, is one of the best-known Irish 
military figures. A son of the late Henry 
Owen-Lewis, D.L., of Inniskeen, at one time
